MINISTRY OF COMMERCE 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 13 th January 1968 

No. 3fl)/67-BOT/P&P. —Under their Resolution No. 4-EP(Coord)/62 dated the 11th 
May, 1962, the then Ministry of Commerce and Industry (Department of International 
Trade), constituted a Board of Trade as an Advisory body to review all aspects of trade 
and commerce, and to make recommendations to Government from time to time on 
matters concerning internal trade and exports and the development of the Indian economy 
in general. The Board of Trade was reconstituted and its life further extended under 
Resolution No. 3(l)/66-BOT dated the 23rd June, 1966 of Government of Tndia in the 
Ministry of Commerce. 

2. The Export-Import Advisory Council is a body consisting of representatives 
concerned with tbe import and export trade of India, and was last set up for a period of 
two years under Resolution No. 1(10/65-D.C. dated the 23rd December. 1965 of the 
Ministry of Commerce. 

3. Die Government of India have considered the question of reconstituting these two 
Advisory Bodies and examined their respective roles in the field of internal and external 
commerce. It is felt that while there is continuing need for a compact Board of Trade 
to make recommendations to Government from time to time on issues of commercial 
policy and administration, the Export and Import Advisory Council needs to be replaced 
by an Advisory Council on Trade whose functions should cover not only the field of 
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exports and imports but .tlso problems of internal trade The Government of India 
have accordingly decided to reconstitute the Hoard of trade, with an initial tenure of two 
years, front lannary 1 st, 1968 lor the reconstituted Body, anti to set up tin Advisor!'' 
Conned on Trade in place of Fxport/lmport Advisory Council also for a period of two 
years, beginning from January 1st, 1968. 

4. Tire Advisory Council on Trade shall icview, twice a vear, the performance of the 
country’s economy in its commercial aspect 1 consider problems relating to Ihe expansion 
of exports, the rcgulnbon o r mrports, the operation of imptut and export trade controls, 
the working of commercial services, with p.nticuh'r reference io export marketing and 
export assistance, the organisation and espanaon of the export cector of the economy, 
and the arrangements in regard to intern'd trade with particular reference to the pro- 
current. sale and distribution of essemi.d commodities 

5. The Advisory Council on Trade will include the representatives of some of the 
principal commercial organisations in the cotmtrv and will be composed of as in Schedule 
T. It will be presided over by the Minister of Commerce and in his absence, by the 
Deputy Commerce Mini'tcr, Members of Ihe Council will hold office for a period of 
two years at the end of which it will be reconstituted 

(’> The Boanl of Trade will be a smaller both’ consisting of not more than 30 members, 
constituted as in Schedule TT. It will be p e-idei' over by the Commerce Minister, and 
in his absence, by the Depntv Commerce Minister. The Commerce ,Secretary will 
function as iis Executive Vice-Chairman.
